"FOSSIL FOOT-HARKS." 


QUITE a large audience listened to Professor 


Hitchcock's lecture, last evening, upon "Fo*sil 
Foot-marks." It was, we tbink, decidedly tbe 
most interesting lecture the Professor has yet 
delivered. He seemed to be in the happiest mood 
conceivable, and in parts of hi« lecture exhib- 
ited a strata (to (peak scientifically or geologi- 
cally) or layer of humor in his composition 
which bad a most enlivening effect upon the 
auditory. 


In opening his lecture.the Professor said that 


Fossil Foot-marks furnished the only evidence 
of animals that had lived ages ago. The sub- 
ject was interesting, not only to Geologists,buc 
to all. A gentleman who had traveled in this 
country, and paid some attention to its geologi- 
cal developementfl, on arriving in England,was 
requested, by a large number of tho nobility, to 
lay the results of his investigations before them. 
Piofudeur Hitchcock thought the " nobles" of 
thia country, who constitute "the people," ought 
to feel an interest iu, nnd pay uiore attention 
to, the subject of Geology.

And, subsequently, a skull of a 
large frog was exhumed, since which eihntnn- 
tion, tho Professor stated, that he had felt a 
certain veneration for theso repulsive creatures. 


In 1835, the Professor, himself, di*covered 


I bird tracks in the valley of the Connecticut, of 
| which he now possessed ftonjo sixty species.— 
! Some of theso tracks were five inches iu depth. 


j A child wuuld say that these tracks were forin- 


i ed when the stone or rock was soft; and,in fact, 


I a philosopher could couae to no better conclu- 


j sion, although he might go a little further, by 
1 saying that thia region was once in a tropical 
climate. 
That these trucks must have been 


nenr the sea-shore; that they were formed at 
the time of the spring tide, when it was low; 
that a tropical sun shouo upon them for a few 
days, and hardened them before the tide rose 
again. 


The Professor stated thnt some tracks had 


been found" at Green Bay; also in Western 
Pennsylvania. "Tracks" of reptiles, he said, 
were at first thouggt improbable by Geologists, 
or rather.wuether they could bo considered a» 
'' tracks"—an objection to that belief being: 
that no such perfect track had been found be- 
fore; that they of too enormous a size. Com- 
mittees were sent to examine the Connecticut 
" tracks," aud they, together with the foreign 
Geologists who visited the place, came to tho 
conclusion, and reported that they were real 
" tracks." He said that further light was 
thrownjon the subject.by a bone being found in 
NewZoalnnd.and tracks of birds of an enormous 
sisse, that could not have have existed many 
centuries ago. The tracks were found in the 
alluvium, or common soil. The bone found, 
was some 6 inches in length—a thigh bone.— 
Professor Owen examined tho bone critically. 
Professor Hitchcock said that there must have 
been some 10 or 12 species—from the size of 
a turkey, to the size of 10 or 12 feet in height. 


Bones were found, on the Island of Mada- 


gascar, of large size. Also, a large egg, 133 
inches in length. He «aid that the bone found 
iu New Zealand, satisfied the Geologists that, 
really, birds of such a size, as indicated by the 
" tracks," mnst hare existed, and at as early an 
age as the reptiles. 


THE SCIENCE. 


Can it really he called a science? Can we 


determine the name of an animal by the tracks? 
The Professor replied in the affirmative—that 
we could, to a certain extent. 
We can deter- 


mine the tracks of men, birds, lizards, horses, 
&c.; that others wo could not positively know. 
He showed many specimens, some being tracks 
of the shellfish, found on the Hudson River.— 


j For some of theJPreadftraite animals, the Pro- 
! fesaor created names, as he thought they cer— 


1 tairily deserved them. 
Tracks of the 60 spe- 


I cies the Professor had found in Connecticut 
Valley, were in about 30 places, in the space 
of about 80 miles. About 15 of these species 


I were quadrupeds; 22 or 23 birds; and many 
uncertain. 


THE POETRY. 


The Professor thought there was certainly 


" poetry " in thia, for it ca rries us BO far back 
into by-gone-agea. Read an Indian Tradition, 
There watt, near the Illinois River, ou a high 
bluff, a bird of enormous size, carved in the 
stone. The tradition says it was the " Pntate," 
a bird thnt existed many " moons ' f before the 
pale-fnces came to the country. It was so large 
that it could easily carry a full grown doer in 
its talons; that it lived on men; that the Indi- 
aaa could not destroy it; that • great chief fas- 
ted a " moon," and prayed the Great Spirit to 
destroy this bird; that on the last night of that 
" moon," he had a dream, wherein he thought 
he saw the Great Spirit show him tbe way to 
destroy it—an Indian stood in open night, at 
ready to become the prey of the bird, and some 
of the warriori lay in ambush to shoot it when 
it pounced upon their brother. When the chief 
awoke, he went to hit people and communica- 
ted hit design to them; he ttood as a prey for 
tbe bird, while tome warrior* lay in ambuih. 
When tbe bird saw the chief, it came down 
witb a swoop; the arrows were discharged; 
tbe bird hilled, and tbe chief escaped unhurt. 


In cloning bii able and interacting lecture, 


the Professor drew a beautiful moral, which 
was, In substance, that the wonderful revela- 
tions of Geology should teach as humility, 
teach ns 10 to lit*. M to leave behind a me- 
mento of our usefulln«M, and to gain everlast. 
ing bappineia in tbat Future World, that w* 
mutt all enter so soon.
